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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 and 2, drawn to a watering device, classified in class 119, subclass 72. 

II. Claim 3, drawn to a combination watering device, classified in class 119, subclass 
77. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the combination requires a secondary divider wall, a vertically disposed first 
and second pipe in combination with a vacuum valve. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as a trough for mixing cement. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Dennis Thomte on 09/16/04 a provisional election 
was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, claim 3. Affirmation of this 
election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1 and 2 are 
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withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention. 

5. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 and 2 to 
the invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1 and 2 have been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach or render obvious to the use a watering device have two divider walls in combination with 
a water supply including two vertically disposed pipes in conjunction with a vacuum valve for 
the selective filling of the trough. Brunse, US Patent 6,192,831 teaches the use of a trough 
having a divider wall of differing height than the sidewalls, but does not disclose a water supply 
system as claimed. George, US Patent 4,824,579 discloses the use of a dual pipe water supply 
system. However, George is directed to a water clarification apparatus. As George is a closed 
system, it would not be obvious to use the water supply system in an open trough system.
